LONDON IS THRILLED 
BY NEWS OF TAKE-OFF 


Macdonald Noted for Daring— 
Started for India After 26 
Hours of Flying. 


LONDON, Oct. 17 @.—London 
was thrilled today to the news that 
Commander H. C. MacDonald had 
hopped from Newfoundland on a 
transatlantic flight in a tiny Moth 
airplane. 

Because of the size of his machine 
and his own limited flying experi- 
ence, the attempt was hailed as 
probably the most daring air exploit 
ever undertaken. British airmen 
found it hard to believe that their 
comrade was in earnest and not 
making a short test flight. 

They pointed out that while the 
Moth machine was supposed to have 
a fuel capacity sufficient for thirty- 
five hours’ flight, it was a question 
whether this gave enough margin of 
safety. The experts figured that the 
aviator would run the risk of finding 
himself without fuel if he met un- 
expected head winds or other delay- 
ing factors on his route to Ireland. 

The flier took up aviation after he 
had retired from: the navy and 
quickly established a reputation for 
daring last May. After only sixteen 
hours of training in dual flight and 
ten hours of solo flying, he started 
for India by air but got only as far 
as Bagdad because of an accident. 

He had another accident on the 
homeward journey and made a 
forced landing in the desert. He was 
held a prisoner by an Arab tribe un- 
til he @ m e through to 
civilization when an Italian armored 
car went out and rescued him. 

His skill in navigation, gained in 
the navy is expected to be of t 
advantage to Lim in his present ad- 
ventures.

Set Permanent Residence Here. 


Mr. Hoover registered at the 
American consulate in London in 
1908. He gave his permanent resi- 
dence as in the United States. At 
the bottom of the registration 
blank he wrote: ‘I have, in the 
practice of my profession, jour- 
neyed abroad to various countries 
from the United States for eleven 
years.’’ This. registration was for 
an unlimited period and there was, 
therefore, no necessity for subse- 
quent registration. 

Before. the war, passports were 
not required in any country except 
Russia and Turkey. In 1909, Mr. 
Hoover applied for a passport to 
go to Russia. The passport was 
given him without question as a 
result of the proof always required 
by the Department of State of an 
applicant for a passport that he 
is an American citizen. In 1911 
Mr. Hoover secured another pass- 
port and again in 1913, when he 
was compelled to go to Russia, he 
was issued still a third passport. 
Further passports were issued to 
him in 1915, 1916 and 1918. 

In all applications for passpo 
as well as in the original re ened 
tion at the consulate, Mr. oover 
established the United States as his 
permanent. residence. 

In every application he signed 
the usual form, that he intended to 
return to the United States with 
the purpose of residing and per- 
forming the duties of citizenship. 
There never has been the slightest 
question of Mr. Hoover’s American 
eitizenship. 

I might add, although it. does 
not bear directly upon the question 
of gem ae which I take it was 
the reason for your ins uiry, that 
as gp ago as 1920, é depart- 
ment heard a rumor that at one 
time in his career Mr. Hoover had 
applied for British citizenship. 

Merely as of passing interest, I 
may say that careful inquiries were 
made at the time and it was proved 
to the entire satisfaction of the 
department that this rumor had 
no basis.

Dr. Work in his statement said: 
*“T wish, as Chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, to go 
further than this and to publicly de- 
nounce this whispering campaign, 
and I trust that the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee will join with me 
in this repudiation.

“The voting register in gland is 
not a personal registration, as it is 
in this country, but the voting roll 
is made up by a return from the tax- 
ing authorities to the election au- 
thorities informing them of — 
names of yers, there bein 
tax requirement for a voter in tt 
country. 

But all taxpayers are not entitled 
to vote in England any more than in 
this country. There is no notifica- 
tion of persons that bes are on the 
roll, and unless they are interested 
enough to inquire, their names con- 
tinue on the roll indefinitely, subject 
to test if an attempt is made to vote. 
As I have said, Mr. Hoover never 
voted; he never attempted to vote. 
He was never entitled to vote. He 
would have been subject to drastic 
penalties if he had voted. At that 
very time, as shown by the State De- 
partment, Mr. Hoover was fully 
— his American citizen- 
ship. 

‘*Moreover, during the whole of the 
period referred to, Mr. Hoover main- 
tained his home at Stanford Uni- 
versity and San Francisco, where he 
or his family resided a considerable 
part of each year, and where his 
children were educated. 

‘‘Mr. Hoover was not aware until 
some short time ago that his name 
even appeared on the roll. He be 
came aware of this fact only by be- 
ing informed of search being made 
of local records in England by repre- 
sentatives of American detective 
agencies and opposition newspapers 
endeavoring to find something which 
they could launch in this campaign: 
I am informed that they have taken 
photographs of these rolls and they 
propose to produce them in the 
United States. 

“They have raised a fund of money 
for their circulation. To circulate 
this material is misrepresentation 
and slander. It is an outrage on Mr. 
Hoover and a fraud on the American 
people,”’

from the personal headquarters of 
Mr. Hoover at 2,315 Massachusetts 
Avenue.

After amending amendments and 
revising a paragraph of the original 
‘Teport, the Synod adopted the res- 
lution urging support of the moral 
dssue of prohibition and ‘‘considera- 


tion of principles as a guide to right 
action.’’ 

The resolution on prohibition, as 
finally adopted read: 

“The Synod of New York stands/| a 
unitedly for the American doctrine 
of the separation of Church and 
State, and recognizes the right of all 
citizens to act according to their 
consciences in the performance of 
their civic duties. 

*‘Nevertheless, the Synod calls the 
attention of its ministers and mem- 
bers to the unbroken record of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America in support of great 
moral reforms. The Synod is not un- 
mindful of the noble example of 

-many of its members in their @fforts 
to assist the cause of Ameritan in- 
dependence and records with :grati- 
tude the part the Presbyterian 
Church took in the abolition of hu- 
man slavery. 

. ““The Synod has equal satisfaction 
in calling attention to the loyalty of 
an overwhelming proportion of its 
membership to the cause of temper- 
ance and their efforts to secure con- 
stitutional prohibition. 


Opposes Foes of Prohibition. 

“It stands in opposition to all who 
are seeking to undo the temperance 
achievements of a century and by 
various means to overthrow our laws 
and Constitution. 

*“*Resolved, That we call upon ‘all 
Christian people to set anh ‘example 


of Christian citizenship by faithful 
and self-denying observation of the 
prohibition laws. 

“That we urge all pastors, teachers 
and leaders to greater diligence in 
instructing the youth of our churches 
on the evils of intemperance. and the 
use of intoxicating liquor in any and 
every form. That in the exercise of 
their franchise our people give due 
consideration to the claims of these 
principles as a guide to right action.’’ 

Coming before the Synod as rou- 
tine business, the formuated com- 
mittee report on prohibition was 
read. It stated the Church’s policy 
of separation from the State as 
fundamental, .but emphasized th 
necessity for the Church to Support 
all great moral reforms.

The New York Evening Post. ob- 
tained an “ordér yesterday to show 
cause why Police Commissioner War- 
ren should ‘not ‘be restrained from 
barring Louis Davidson, The Evening 
Post reporter assigned to Police 
Headquarters, from the headquarters 
building. The order was signed by 
Supreme Court Justice Bijur, and is 


returnable for argument on next 
Tuesday. 

After the order had been served, 
Commissioner Warren said the mat- 
ter was ‘‘a personal one between me 
and Davidson,” and added that he 
would argue his own case in court. 
He refused to comment on reports 
that he had been irritated by the in- 
terpretation placed on events at 
Headquarters in news stories pub- 
lished by The Evening Post, 

According to the complaint and 
accompanying affidavits, the news- 
paper objected particularly ‘to. the 
Police Commissioner’s taking it upon 
himself to deal directly with its re- 
porter in connection with the cause 
of the supposed offense. The Post 
itself, the affidavits assert, would be 
the ‘‘first to discipline’ a reporter 
for any improper action on his 

But it is maintained that not o 
was no complaint concerning, David- 
son made to the paper before he was 
barred, but letters written by Julian 
S. Mason, editor-in-chief of the 
paper, both to Commissioner Warren 
and Mayor Walker, requesting in- 
formation as to the cause of barring 
Davidson, have remained unan- 

r 


swered. 

Davidson’s own affidavit sets forth 
that he was barred on Sept. 10. On 
that morning, at the hour. when 
Commissioner Warren usually re- 
ceives the evening newspaper re- 
porters, Davidson alleges, a detective 
at the door of the mmissioner’s 
office told the reporter that he had 
received orders not to admit ‘é 
Later in the same day, Davidson 
continues, on returning to the build- 
ing, the uniformed policeman on 
duty at the main entrance refused 
to let him inside the building. Since 
that time, — Davidson has 
been kept on the Police Headquar- 
ters assignment by his paper, the 
order barring him has been enforced, 
and he has found it necessary to ob- 
tain his news indirectly. 

The complaint sets forth that it is 
the right of The Evening Post to 
publish police news ‘‘uncensored and 
unhampered by action of individual 
officials.’” Judicial decisions uphold- 
ing similar rights of newspapers as 
necessary to the freedom of the press 
are cited.

REFUSES TO LEAVE ORKNEYS 


Buenos Aires Declares Complaint |¢ 
Against Its Weather Bureau 
There Is Unjustified. 


Special Cable to Tum New YorK Times. 

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 17.—Argen- 
tina’s reply to the most recent Brit- 
ish efforts to obtain from her a re- 
munciation of her claims to the own- 
ership of the Falklands, South 
Georgia and the South Orkney 
Islands leaves no doubt that Argen- 
tina intends to continue to consider 
them as her property even though | th 
the British flag has been waving 
over the Falklands for nearly 100 
years. 

The British Government protested 
in communications, which have just 
been published, that Argentina. had 
constructed a wireless station in the 
South Orkneys, which are southeast 
of Cape Horn, but Argentina’ s reply 
contends that, the South Orkneys and 
South Georgia, which are east of 
Cape Horn,. and the Falklands are 
hers but she-has been. unable to take 
active control. of the Falklands be- 
cause of the British occupation. 

The Falklands, which were the 
acene of an important naval engage- 
ment in the World War, are sup- 
posed to have been discovered by the 
Spanish, later occupied by the 
French and then, in 1764, taken over 
by the British, who abandoned them 
later under pressure from the Span- 
jards. In 1833: Argentina took for- 
mal possession ofthe Falklands but 
@ year later was forced by the Brit- 
ish to abandon them and the Union

Although many maps indicate that 
the South Orkneys are British, 


nevertheless Argentina permanentiy 
maintains meteorological observers 
there and exercises active control 
over the islands. though the 
islands may seem — —— , they 
have distinct possibilities of stra- 
iy value, espécially with a power- 
wireless station... 

Some believe that publication of 
these communications, which were 
exchanged nearly a year ago, has an 
immediate —— on the attitude of 
Argentina toward the Kellogg anti- 
war pact, which, it is supposed, 
tacitly recognizes the British right 
to protect her possessions within sea 
limits far beyond those recognized 
by international law. 

This tacit recognition, known here 
as the British Monroe Doctrine, can- 
not but preoccupy Argentina, since 
the Falklands are just off the south- 
ern coast, and the other islands, the 
ownership of which is disputed, are 
within range of any naval operations 
which might be carried out. It 
seems certain that the British have 


no intention of relinquishing - the 
Faiklands.

the Presidency of the United States 
hold up to ridicule and contempt the 
éfforts of ** servants to save the 
money of the taxpayers. 

“Governor Smith sought to estab- 
lish his cace by claiming that the re- 
duction in expenditures effected since 
921 was not due ‘to economy and 
good administration, but to. the auto- 
matic demobilization of the war-time 
machine. 

“The trouble with that contention 
is that the war had been over for two 
and one-half years when the Republi- 
can Administration took control of 
the’ Government -in March, 1921. If 
these savings were inevitable, as 
Governor Smith would have us be- 
lieve, why hadn’t they already been 
more largely effected? 

“*The Governor states that the war- 
time expenditures dropped gradually 
during 1921, 1922 and 1923. The fact 
is that in the first year in which it 
was established the Budget Bureau 
suceeeded in pari and pruning 
costs that had already actually been 
appropriated for the fiscal year 1922 
to the extent of $755,000 

“There was nothing very gradual, 
automatic or inevitable about that. 
Something evidently had taken place 
other than simply an addition of 
twelve months to the post-war pe- 
riod. What had taken place was that 
a new Administration had come in; 
the: budget system had been estab- 
lished and for the first time the 
Government found . itself. equipped 
with an agency for carrying out a 
systematic policy. of retrenchment 
and for attacking the problem of 
waste. 

“T take it from Governor Smith’s 
remarks that he considers a com- 
pariscn between 1921.and 1928 as. an 
unfair basis of comparison, and he 
himself suzgests the years '1924 and 
1927 as offering a fair basis. 


Calls Governor's Figures Wrong. 


“To b2 sure, he does not hesitate 
to use the 1921 basis when the fig- 
ures happen to be favorable to his 
contention, as he did in the case of 
the Executive Department and the 
District of Columbia. Overlooking, 
however, this inconsistency and over- 
looking minor inaccuracies, let me 
come to the central point of the Gov- 
ernor’s speech, to the statement 
which he says is ‘a pretty good 
clean. clear-cut statement,’ made 
‘without equivocation.’ from which 
he has ‘got nothing to subtract or de- 
duct,’ and ‘made with the knowledge 
that the figures are right.’ 

‘‘What is that —— ‘All of 
the departments of the Government 
in 1927 cost $200,000,000 more than 
they did in 1924.’ 

“T am afraid Governor Smith has 
been grossly misinformed. The total 
ordinary expenditures of the Govern- 
ment, which do not inclugle the ex- 
penditures payable from “yo reve- 
nues, aggregated in 1924 $1,828,000,- 
000, and in 1927 $1.857,000,000, or an 
ineresse of $29,000,000, and not $200,-

tures in 1921 were comparatively 
small because the United States Gov- 


ernment had not then begun to meet 
its obligations to its wounded and 
mutilated veterans. 

“Governor Smith cannot be igno- 
rant of the fact that these large ex- 
penditures on Ske; of the Gov- 
ernment are not justifiable but 
inevitable and irreducible in- amount 
—and yet he would create the im- 
pression that these expenditures 
were due to the maintenance of jobs 
for patronage seekers 

“This is a good example of the use 
of figures, not to present an accu- 
rate and truthful picture but quite 
the opposite. 

*‘And now let me turn to the Gov- 
ernor’s third charge, that pets 
works have been neglected entirely, 
postponed or started with grossly in- 
adequate ap —* riations: The Gov- 
——* states there is established 
in Washiantee what he calls a trick 
bookkeeping system, under which 
large -amounts- are authorized, while 
only small amounts are appropriated 
year by year.

_ Explains Purchase of Sites. 


“Since 1837 the House of Repre- 
Sentatives has followed the sound 
tule of not permitting an appropria- 
tion for any given purpose unless 
that. purpose had previously been 
authorized. 

“‘Moreover, the Governor, by the 
use of a little diligence, could have 
ascertained that in so far as public 
buildings are concerned, it is not 
necessary that the amounts author- 
ized specifically for projects be ap- 
propriated for in their entirety at 
once, as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is given authority to enter into 
the contracts to the full limit of cost 
in each instance. 

‘Therefore, the estimates submit- 
ted to Congress are simply in such 
amounts as will provide adequate 
funds to carry each project until the 
following appropriation can have be- 
come law. It is all simple and read- 
ily understandable by those having 
knowledge of the Government busi- 
ness.

“‘The business of the United States 
Government is the greatest business 
enterprise in the world. Knowledge 
of it is not to be acquired hastily 
during the course of a few months’ 
campaign.

the other covering the means of sub- 
sequently safeguarding the public’s 
interest in such an investment. 

On the subject of utilities the asso- 
ciation took the stand that if the 
movement te federalize or national- 
ize this industry is successful, “a 
great calamity’ will have fallen upon 
this. country.’’

Andrews of Bonnie Briar, Vice Pres- 
ident; L. G, Spindler of Westchester 
Biltmore, Secretary; Samuel R. Rob- 
inson of Elmsford, Treasurer. Don- 
ald Carr of Mount Kisco was elected 
Chairman of the Tournament Com- 
mittee, succeeding A. M. Morris of 
Scarsdale, Martin A. Goldstein of 
Oak Ridge, Chairman of the Caddie

MACDONALD TO THE REICHSTAG 


Even five years ago the idea that 
RAMSAY “MACDONALD could be re- 
ceived with enthusiasm in the Ger- 
man Reichstag in the year 1928 
would -have seemed almost: incredi- 
ble. True, his. acts and words, to- 
gether with the change of spirit in 
Europe, made it possible. It is 
doubtful. if LLoyp .GEORGE. or. Sir 
AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN would have 
been thus honored. The chief inter- 
est lies in the fact that the German 
Reichstag listened with pleasure to 
a.former British Prime Minister 
speaking within its portals. There 
could be no surer token that the old 
animosities are fading. 

It was perhaps only human that in 
introducing Mr. MACDONALD the 
President of the Reichstag should 
have stressed the. Labor leader’s 
efforts to prevent the war and 
praised his work as Prime Minister 
in restoring, good relations between 
Germany and France. The former 
Prime Minister’s speech, in which he 
proclaimed joint responsibility for 
the outbreak of the war, must have 
warmed the hearts even of the most 
“hard-boiled” Junkers. How much 
it helped relations between Germany 
and England depends on the nature 
of the negotiations now in progress 
between the two nations. Doubtless 
it brought comfort to those who 
were angered by the reported Anglo- 
French naval understanding. 

No one who has heard Mr. MAC- 
DONALD plead for international co- 
operation can doubt the deep sin- 
cerity of his belief that only by re- 


| ducing armaments is it possible to 


lessen friction between nations. His

Joseru 
HENRY was born, as the baptismal 
records show, son of a day laborer 
whose father and mother had come 
from Scotland as immigrants. The’ 
grandson became the foremost 
physicist of his day in America 
and is now one of her ‘“immor- 
tals.” The artist FLANAGAN’s statue 
stands in front of the Academy 
building—itself a bit of early Amer- 
ican architecture that deserves to 
be preserved—within sight of the 
Capitol. It is a monument of filial 
pride for Albany and the State in 
one whose fame is, however, not 
narrowed to any one locality; but 
like that of AMPERE, FARADAY, VOLTA 
and OHM, will be spoken wherever 
electricity’ goes on its myriad- 
voiced and myriad-powered mission. 


TOURISTS OF OTHER DAYS. 


The. expenditures of American 
travelers abroad in 1928 will amount 
to $900,000,000, according ‘to figures 
issued by the Department of Com- 
merce. During the first eight months 
of this year it is estimated that 318,- 
419 American citizens ‘went abroad. 
Americans have come to regard 
these migrations as something pecu- 
liarly American—at any rate, dis- 
tinctly modern. ‘Yet the tourist busi- 
ness dates back 400 years. The six- 
teenth century marked the change 
from pilgrimages to tours. 

A couple of articles recently pub- 
lished by L’Opinion discusses “ Tou- | 
risme ” in the sixteenth century as a 
manifestation of the renaissance 
spirit. Among the first of. these 
early tourists’ who traveled simply | 
for pleasure was the German philos- | 
opher ZINZERLING, who, under the 
name of JOCODUS SINCERUS, com- 
posed a guide for travelers which he 
called ‘“Itinerarium Galliae.” It 
abounds .in. picturesque details. It 
gives information as to the best inns 
in each. city, the monumerts, the 
libraries, everything which might 
interest a stranger. The Frenchman 
is described as gay; -lively; elo- 
quent, given to vivid gestures 
“‘which one can- scarcely imitate 
without. becoming ridiculous.” Joco- 
DUS praises French foods, especially 
meats and wines. “ You can travel 
“more freely in France than any- 
“where else,” he says. “I believe 
“that this is because every one is 
“forbidden to carry firearms with 
“ the exception of the gendarmes.” 

JOCODUS advises his readers to ac- 





| ing them to avoid the South . of 
| France for their lessons, as there 
they will acquire a bad accent which 
it will be. hard-to get rid of later. 
Another bit of advice is to spend’ a 
little time in. Paris first of all, as 
that will give a certain prestige no 
matter where the traveler goes 
afterward. In language somewhat 
reminiscent of Lorelei Lee on the 
Same subject, he: remarks: “ Italy, 
“ Germany—they are nothing. You 
“must. see Paris,, the King, the 
“Queen, the princes, the princesses, 
“the church: and the sa of St. 
“Denis, the palace’. . . 

Particular care is taken to point 
out suitable lodgings in each town. 
At ‘Nancy one should stop at the 
Great Deer Inn. There is also the 
Apollon Hotel, ; but the, proprietor is 
unreasonable and ready with his 
gun. At Perigueux, the Inn of the 
Angels is recommended, a little out 
of town, but much more ‘agreeable 
than .quarters in a narrow: city 
street. There are special sugges- 
tions for those who are economical, 
who love ‘good wine, who count their 
pennies, or who are in search of 
quaint places, This. handbook for 
tourists written in 1616 seems defi- 
nitely to have set ‘the style for its 
successors. down to.1928. .

Difficulties of Registration. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In Tur Times of Oct. 13 there appeared 
a letter headed “Registration Deleys’’ which 
was signed by Ernest McCullough. 

Colonel McCullough agd myself are friends 
and neighbors. The election district to which 
he refers is the one of’ which I am district 
captain for the Republican Party. 

The registration was taken in a community 
room. The. Colonel registered on. the first 
day of registration and, naturally, found 
the board just breaking into their work. But 
being held in a community room, there were” 
chairs and people were seated during their 
wait, a convenience not found at most regis- 
tration places. 

The people were questioned by one person 
only; namely, the Chairman of the board. 
There. were six entries made by the four in- 
spectors on the Board of Registry: Four 
book copies, one set of police cards, and a 
printer’s list. 

The Colone! states that during the hours 
of registration the line contained forty peo- 
ple, whereas in reality there were ninety-six 
people registered from this line during ‘the 
hours of registration on the first day. 4 
total of 1,000 persons registered over a regis- 
tration period of 2,530 minutes. This sives 
an average of a little over 2% minutes for 
registering each. person. 

If the Colonel realized the difficulty experi- 
enced by the board. to get.some of the people 
to answer correctly the questions , put to 
them, he would readily see the fallacy of 
a card system: 

Any person taking an inspector’s job on 
the Board of ‘Régistry is not receiving a 
favor, but is rather proving himself to be 
an exceptionally good citizen by giving his 
time, namely, 56 hours, not taking into _ac- 


count the time spent in closing the books 
after each day’s registration hours.

Bonello Finds. Her. Body— . 
Gangsters. Blamed. 


SHE. HAD..POLICE RECORD 


Killing Laid to Fear She Might .Be- 
tray Gunmen to Save Husband, 
Held for Kansas City Murder. 


Mrs. Babe Bonello, wife of a 
gangster now in jail in Kansas City, 
Mo,, awaiting trial on a charge of 
murder, was, found murdered yester- 
day in the apartment at 43-26 Forty- 
ninth Street, Sunnyside, Queens, 
which she had rented two months 
ago under the name of Mrs. 8. C. 
‘Wolch. 

Detectives here and the ‘police of 
Kansas City, who were notified: of 
the circumstances surrounding the 
murder, believe she was killed’ to 
silerice her regarding the operations 
of the gang of which her husband 
‘was a member. 

Last June Mrs. Bonello was * the 
hands’ of the police here when she 
and her husband were held in con- 
nection with the shooting of a ae 
liceman during the Republican 
tional Convention in ansas 
Half a dozen men were —3 
in the shooting, which followed the 
holdup of the fome Trust Company. 
Three men were arrested and con- 
victed of murder and Bonello and 
another man and a woman are now 
in jail in Kansas City awaiting trial. 
Police are still looking for a sixth 
man, “Sammy the Jew,’’ who is al- 
leged to have been the actual slayer. 


Watched by Police Here. 


When Bonello and his wife were 
arrested here on June 23 both were 
questioned at length and the woman 
was subsequently released. Since 
then, it is reported, detectives have 
kept her under surveillance and it 
was the casual observance of Detec- 
tive Morrissey yesterday morning 
—— led to the discovery of the mur- 

er. 

Morrissey had been watching the 
Sunnyside house since early morning 
and about 8:30 rang the bell of Mrs. 
Bonello’s apartment. When he re- 
ceived no reply he found the super- 
intendent of the building and ob- 
tained admission with a pass key. 
The two men found the body of Mrs. 
Bonello lying in bed, her head beat-

and neck cut with a knife. 

From Harold Bolce, a writer, who 
lives in an apartment next door, de- 
tectives learned that some time be- 
fore daylight screams were heard 
coming from the Bonello apartment.

Ransom Is Questioned. 


Mr. Ransom declared in his argu- 
ment that the Public Service Com- 
mission law applied to New York 
rapid -transit lines. 

“And the city claims that the ele- 
vated “and subway lines are excep- 
tions to the rule,”’ Justice McReyn- 
olds, countered. 

“T think,’’ Justice Brandeis inter- 
d posed, ‘‘that their contention is that 
this is a. unique Case in which a une 
investment of the public’s money 
involved and the company is deéal- 
ing with the public’s property, mak- 
ing it different from any other case 
so that prior adjudications do not 
apply. I do not say that is a sound 
contention, but it seems to be their 
position.”’ 

Mr. Wickersham’s argument 
stressed the financial losses suffered 
by. the Interborough under the pres- 
ent fare. It was faced with bank- 
ruptey, he declared, should_ the 
seven-cent fare injunction be dis- 
solved. The granting of an increased 
fare, he said, would mark ‘‘the dawn 
of a new day in New. York rapid 
transit’’ and would eliminate the 
five-cent fare issue, on which ‘‘tri- 
umphant hosts | have marched into 
political. power.’ 

He. contended that the rate base 
should be the present reproduction 
cost..of. the company’s property, less 
depreciation, and should be reck- 
oned on the city’s investment as 
well “as “the company’s, because the 
company was its.owneér during the 
term of the’ lease.

Special Federal Grand Jury 
Finds True Bills, Charging 
Possession of Intoxicants. 


NO WOOD ALCOHOL SHOWN 


Bronx Still Operator Gets Year and

$1,000 Penalty for Companion.

Ten of the men arrested last week 
by the police in their ‘‘poison liquor 
drive’. against east side speakeasies 
were indicted yesterday by the Spe- 
cial Federal Grand Jury on charges 
of possessing liquor in premises used 
for other than residence purposes. 
Nine true bills were handed up to 
Federal Judge Francis A. Winslow, 
one. indictment naming two defen- 
dants. The defendants are alleged to 
have possessed, liquor in quantities 
ranging from two gallons to one-half 
pint. 

Analyses of specimens of the liquor 
taken from defendants or raided 
premises showed that none of the 
liquor seized contained wood alcohol. 
The prohibition law provides that 
first offenders may not be: sent to 
prison for possessing liquor but may 
be fined an amount not exceeding 
$500. Second offenders, however, 
may .be fined $1,000 each and im- 
prisoned for thirty days. 

The men indicted yesterday are 
Sam Harris of 592: Bowery, Charles 
Tobin of 105. Madison. Street, Vito 
Panarello of 20 Madison. Street, 
Julius Siegel of 139 Madison Street, 
Frank Russo of 196 South Street, 
Harry Carlis of 48 Roosevelt Street, 
Joseph Saita of 336 Water Street, 
Mike Moka of 44 Pike Street and Al- 
‘bert Lacano and Joseph Duranti of 
193 South Street. The last two de- 
fendants were named in a single in- 
dictment. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Robert B. Watts said that the police 
had ‘‘worked hurriedly’’ during their 
raids in sections where deaths from 
wood alcohol had been reported, and 
therefore did not make purchases of 
liquor for evidence. Without such 
evidence convictions for selling liquor 
cannot be obtained, he explained. He 
expressed the opinion that other in- 
dictments, including some for main- 
taining nuisances, would be returned 
by the special Grand Jury, which re- 
sumed its investigation after handing 
up the nine true bills. 

Earlier yesterday Judge. Winslow 
sentenced to prison terms Thomas 
Gambino of 444 Hicks Street, Brook- 
lyn, and Constantine Masotto of 1,504 
Avenue J, Brooklyn, who had pleaded 
guilty to a charge of operating a dis- 
tillery at 346 Manida Street,- the 
Bronx. Gambino was sentenced to 
Serve a year and a day in Atlanta 
penitentiary and fined $1,350. Ma- 
sotto was sentenced to five months 
in the Hudson County (N.‘J.) jail 
and fined $1,000. 

When Assistant United States At- 
torney Frank W. Ford explained that 
the product of the defendants’ 1,000- 
gallon still was produced oy redistil-
